The gentleſt Spirits are impatient of the leaſt 
couches | We have heard of ſome, who have 
broken their Friends Heads, for breaking but a 
Drowz of theirs. In ſhort, $1othfalneſs caſts into 
ſuch a drowzy Diſtemper. And, and an idle Soul muſt, 
conjunctly, ſuffer Hunger and Anger, Prov. 19.15. 

Exh. 12. As Martha was; Be not careful and 
cumbred about many things, Luke 10. 40,41. Mar- 
tha was cumbred about much ſerving 5, and 7eſw ſaid, 
Martha, Martha, thou art careful and troubled about 
mary things ; but one thing ts needful OV 
Minds are like over-burdened Ships, quigk- 
ly ſpoiled by a Tempeſt.
